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TALKING ON TARIFF 
WITH NO RESULTS. 


SESSIONS OF THE SENATE ARE 
INTERESTING. 


Senator Hill’s Eulogy of the President 
the Theme of Much Comment— 
Others Refuse To Take His View 
of 
the Letter 
to Congressman 
Wilson. 


W a s h in g to n , Ju ly 21.—Crowds such 
as had n o t thronged the senate in 
m onths packed the galleries y ester­ 
day. 
S enator Sm ith of New Jersey 
opened the fig h t w ith an a tta c k on 
the P resident for interfering, as he 
said, w ith legislation and a vigorous de­ 
fense of the senate b ili 
S enator H ill 
followed him in a speech devoted 
principally to a plan for free raw ma­ 
terials in keeping w ith dem ocratic 
cam paign promises. 
S enator Voorhees arose and called 
up the conference rep o rt on th e tariff 
bill. 
W ithout a word of explanation 
he yielded the floor to Senator Sm ith of 
New Jersey, who read his carefully 
prepared speech. 
He criticised the 
P resident for “violating” the princi­ 
ples of his p arty in attem p tin g to in­ 
terfere w ith th e prerogatives of the 
legislative branch of the governm ent, 
and proceeded to deliver a glow ing 
eulogy 
of 
the 
tariff 
bill as it 
passed 
th e 
senate. 
He 
asserted 
th a t the fram ers of the house bill and 
a large proportion of th e dem ocratic 
party were not tariff reform ers; they 
were free traders. 
S enator H ill follow ed Mr. Smith. 
T h e senator’s speech w as m ainly a 
eulogy of the P resident for his action 
in directing his le tte r to Mr. Wilson. 
He w ent on: ‘T h e theory of th e dem o­ 
cratic party is th a t in the enactm ent 
of the tariff legislation free raw m a­ 
terials should alw ays be. an essential 
and conspicuous elem en t 
i t is our 
creed 
th a t 
th e 
m aterials 
w hich 
en ter into our m anufacturers should be 
freed from the burden of taxation. 
The best in terests of the m anufacturers 
aa w ell as th e consum ers of the land 
dem and the recognition of th is wise 
discrim ination. 
We are com m itted to 
th is side of the question, and we can 
not r e tr e a t 
We are honorably bound 
to redeem our professions and our 
promises. 
Justice, good faith and a 
decent regard for public sen tim en tal! 
require this course.” 
H e concluded as follows: 
“ The house of representatives, fresh 
from 
the people, which represents 
more distinctly and peculiarly th an 
we do the tax in g pow er of the people, 
repudiates our bill, and a dem ocratic 
P resident has em pasized th a t repudia­ 
tion, and the condition w hich con­ 
fronts us is one of extrem e em barrass­ 
m ent. 
Shall we re tre a t or advance? 
S hall we surrender to the house w hile 
we do so honorably or shall we w ait 
u n til we are driven to it? 
“ In the lig h t of the le tte r of the 
President, the house can n o t honorably 
re tre a t 
It has no other alternative 
except to insist upon its bill, w herein 
it provides for free raw m aterials. 
T he 
P resident cannot approve the 
senate bill afte r w h at he has said in 
this rem arkable letter. 
He arraig n s 
th e senate and intim ates th a t the en­ 
actm ent of the 
senate bill m eans 
“ ‘p arty perfidy and p arty dishonor.’” 
These are stro n g words w hich th e 
P resident of the U nited S tates w ould 
n o t use tow ard a m easure w hich he 
ever expected afterw ard to approve. 
“ I respectfully differ w ith the P res­ 
ident in his assum ption th a t a tax 
upon su g ar is necessary a t this time, 
conceding th a t an incom e tax is to be 
retained. 
Clearly both are n o t needed 
fo r any legitim ate purposes of the 
treasury. The P resident speaks of the 
'dem ocratic 
principle 
and 
policy 
w hich lead to the ta x atio n of sugar. * 
He 
asserts th a t in the tax atio n of 
sugar ‘we are in no d anger of ru n ­ 
ning counter to dem ocratic principle.’ 
“I desire only to suggest th a t if it 
w as desirable th a t sugar should be 
taxed ‘“ a s s legitim ate and logical 
article of revenue ta x a tio n ,'” as he 
now says, it seems stran g e th a t the 
P resident did n o t in his la st annual 
m essage m ake some intim ation, sugges­ 
tion or recom m endation to th a t effect. 
He indorsed the W ilson bill explicitly 
in his message, although it provided 
su b stan tially for free raw sugar. 
He 
perm itted th e house to pass th a t m eas­ 
ure w ith o u t a w ord of protest, sug­ 
gestion or advice th a t th ere should be 
a tax upon sugar, w hich has come to 
be largely regarded as one of th e 
necessaries of life. 
“ U nder the existing circum stances 
—w ith an income ta x retained in this 
bill—I voted for free sugar before, 
and I shall do so again. 
In my judg­ 
m ent the house can n o t now honora­ 
bly re tre a t from its position in favor 
of free sugar. 
T he P resident’s sug­ 
gestion cam e too 
late. 
The sen­ 
ate m ust recede from 
its 
am end­ 
m ents.” 
* 
Senator V est took th e floor when 
S enator H ill sat down. 
He differed in 
m any vital respects from the sugges­ 
tions made by the President. 
W here d il the P resident g e t the 
right, he asked, to dictate to congress, 
to denounce one branch of congress 
to 
the 
other? 
Did 
he 
em ­ 
ploy in his single being 
all 
th e 
democracy, all the tariff reform sen ti­ 
m ent in this country? 
Mr. Cleveland 
was a big man. 
B ut the dem ocratic 
party was greater th an any one man. 
“ I give it as my opinion,” he de­ 
clared. “th a t we will pass this bill, or 
no bill.” 
Mr. Gray moved th a t the senate in ­ 
sist \iDon its am endm ents and consent 
to fu rth er conference. 
Hy did n ot 


th in k it w as necessary to re tre a t on 
acco u n t of the determ ined attitu d e of 
th e house or th rea ts from any quarter. 
He com mended the wisdom w hich over­ 
cam e the difficulties w hich stood in th e 
w ay of passing the bilL 
A t the conclusion of Mr. G ray’s 
speech Mr. Vilas offered as a substi­ 
tu te for Mr. H ill’s m otion a m otion to 
Instruct the senate conferrees to re­ 
cede from so m uch of the senate sugar 
am endm ent as provided for a d u ty of 
one-eighth of a cent a pound on re­ 
fined sugar in addition to the 40 per 
cent ad valorem on all sugars. 
Mr. Caff cry said the producers of 
Louisiana were also m anufacturers of 
centrifugal sugars, w ith w hich those 
of th e tru st com peted, and th ey were 
entitled to the ** cent differential. 
If 
th e % cent differential on refined 
sugar was stricken out, he declared in 
conclusion, he w ould n o t vote for the 
bill. 
Mr. Sherm an declared th a t a flat ad 
valorem du ty of 40 per cent w as suf­ 
ficient to pro tect the sugar producers 
of Louisiana. 
Mr. Palm er proclaim ed th a t he was 
in favor of free raw m aterials and an­ 
nounced th a t he w ould oppose the 
one-eighth differential to the Sugar 
tr u s t 
Mr. B lanchard charged bad faith on 
the p a rt of some of the dem ocratic 
senators. 
He said it was tim e to be 
plain spoken. 
The Louisiana repre­ 
sentatives expected th a t the caucus 
agreem ent would be carried out to the 
letter. 
Mr. Cockrell moved th a t w hen the 
senate adjourned it be to m eet Mon­ 
day next. 
The m otion w as carried, 
30 to 23, Messrs. H ill and Irbv voting 
w ith the 
republicans 
ag ain st the 
motion.

tricts, it is a satisfactory indication 
th a t th e w estern receipts are about 
tw o-thirds of last y ear’s,

ports are insignificant, only 672,402 
bushels, against 2,868,627 la st vear. 
The enorm ous, visible supplies have 
less actual w eight in the m arket th an 
the prevalent conviction th a t govern­ 
m ent estim ates of the yield are widely 
erroneous.

Many To Return to Europe 
Search of W ork—Hegira Will De 
plete the Labor Market and Benefit 
Those Who Stay. 
This is the biggest summer Janes­ 
ville steamship agents have had in a 
long time. 
Most of the tickets sole 
are steerage, but the sales ^ are un­ 
usually numerous. 
Boats running to 
German and Swedish ports are es­ 
pecially well patronized. 
For one 
thing steamship rates to Europe were 
never as cheap as this year. 
8ince the cut in rates has been in­ 
augurated the exodus from the north­ 
west to various points in Europe has 
figured up a third of the traffic from 
New York, according to the estimates 
of local steamship line*, and the an­ 
nouncement of the last great cut in 
rates has started a real hegira of 
European-born people. 
Dozens of men who eaid they were 
now out on the strike, have been 
making enquiries at steamship offices 
within the last few day6, expressing 
their intention of returning to the 
“ old country11 in case the strike was a 
failure. 
Further information is to the effect 
th a t the White Star line has ordered 
stopped the sale of prepaid tickets 
from Europe to America on account of 
the appearance of the cholera a t a 
number of 
European ports. 
This 
order was received in Chicago yester­ 
day. 
A curious thing about it is that 
New York newspapers seem not to 
have heard th at cholera is in exist­ 
ence abroad. 
Labor May Be at a Premium. 
There are half a dozen interesting 
phases of the present situation in re­ 
gard to ocean travel, and there is 
much food for thought in the deple­ 
tion of the standing army o f 
11 
ployed in this country by the return 
of thousands of workers to their 
homes abroad. 
It is estimated that 
before long labor will be at a prem­ 
ium instead of a discount, and there 
are not a few who figure on a season 
of prosperity as a consequence of the 
return to Europe of thousands, who 
have been in the last six months un­ 
successful candidates 
for 
employ­ 
ment. 
At the present time it is possible to 
go from New 
York to 
Liverpool, 
Queenstown, or London for $10 on 
two great lines, the White Star and 
the American. 
This, of course, is a 
steerage rate, there being no cut 
in first or second cabin rates. 
The 
White Star offers to deposite passen­ 
gers in Paris for $18, and the Ameri­ 
can line will do the same for $17.25. 
The American line has made a bold 
hid for Italian custom by offering a 
rate from New York, to Turin for 
$23, and the railroads are offering S 
through ticket from Chicago to Turin, 
Italy, for $39. 
Men Go Back to Get Work. 
Never before have rates been so low 
and it is small wonder th at the thrifty 
foreigners flock to take advantage of 
the conditions of the present time. 
It 
is predicted that the collapse of the 
Debs and other strikes will precipi 
tate a rush abroad of men who have 
gone out and cannot get back and of 
foreigners in general. 
Advices from 
abroad in the various steamship com­ 
panies indicate an almost total cessa­ 
tion of immigration; foreigners 
have 
discouraged 
friends 
and 
relatives 
abroad from seeking work in this 
country. 
‘ ‘There is no doubt of the exodus to 
Europe,’* said one local agent. ‘'Times 
are much better on the other side just 
now. 
The stream of travel is but one 
way, just now, outward-bound.” 
Another steamboat agent says that 
the companies which made the cut 
rate will lose eight to ten dollars a 
head on each steerage passenger trans­ 
ported, but that still further cuts are 
not unlikely, inasmuch as all the com­ 
panies are bound to fight over rates.

Summons Served Upon W alter Light- 
hizer To Appear Before the Queen’s 
High Tribunal ana Answer Cap­ 
tain Vivian's Accusations—Detec­ 
tives at W ork Several Years. 


W alter Lighthizer, a former Janes­ 
ville man, and Emily Emma Vivian, 
once a 
clairvoyant here, are central 
figures in a British romance. 
It crops out in Milwaukee, 
t Mrs. Vivian is the wife cf an Eng- 
ish naval captain, and is a tall, hand­ 
some woman w ith fair hair. 
Light- 
lizer ran a saloon in the Bower City 
some tim e ago and tried to revolution­ 
ize things by selling two glasses of 
beer for a nickel. 
The quantity was 
too great. A man who spent a quarter 
got enough in him to insure the liveli­ 
est kind of a fight, and quarters were 
numerous on Academy street in those 
days. 
The license for Lighthizer's 
place was revoked, and shortly after 
he disappeared. 
W ith him there went 
Mrs. Vivian, who had been telling for­ 
tunes for credulous people. 
Nobody 
in Janesville knew she was the wife 
of Captain Joseph Shillaber Vivian, of 
the British navy. 
She deserted her 
husband six years ago, and soon after 
crossing the A tlantic halted here. 
When Lighthizer and Mrs. Vivian 
left Janesville 
they w ent to Mil­ 
waukee and came back here but once. 
Then they had to jum p a train in 
great haste to dodge Sheriff Babcock. 
Mrs. Lighthizer, who had been left 
behind w ith two bright little boys, 
one of them the special delivery mes­ 
senger in the postoffice, was trying to 
get a divorce. 
She placed papers in 
the sheriff's hands the day her hus­ 
band showed up, but it was finally 
necessary to make a trip to Milwaukee 
to secure service. 
Lighthizer 
made 
no defense and the decree was granted 
w ith $15 a month alimony. 
EuRlifth D ivorce Now Sought. 
It is another divorce case, in which 
Mrs. Vivian is most directly interested, 
th a t is on the carpet now. 
Captain 
Vivian charges adultery in the com­ 
plaint of the divorce proceedings and 
has for several years 
had 
detec­ 
tives employed on the case collecting 
evidence which would free him from 
his wife, who is alleged to have de­ 
serted him six years ago.. 
Captain 
Vivian is well-to-do and is said to have 
spent much money in a search for hi9 
wife. 


The documents laid before Light- 
heizer in Milwaukee yesterday bore 
the seal of Great Britain and were 
marked: 
“ Victoria, by the Grace of 
God, of G reat B ritain and Ireland, 
Queen, defender of faith, to W alter 
Lighthizer, 510 Wells street, Milwau­ 
kee, Wis. U. S. A. G reeting.” 
D etective H as Been T racking lie r 
The com plaint showed plainly th a t 
lire. Vivian's movements while in this 
city and in Milwaukee had been very 
closely watched and specifically stated 
every detail of her movements. 
It 
informed Lighthizer, the correspon­ 
dent, 
th a t Captain 
Vivian of 2 
Knowle road, Brixton, in the county 
of Surrey, England, had begun sn it 
for a divorce aud 
demanded 
th a t 
the correspondent appear in London 
to defend himself in the action. 
Back of the story of serving the 
papers is a tale of the desertion of a 
wife and the persistence of a wronged 
bnsband to free himself. 
As has been 
stated Captain Vivian is in the queen’s 
navy, and when, about six years ago, 
he returned from one of his trips, 
which took him away from home, he 
found th a t his wife had left. 
Deser­ 
tion is not sufficient ground to obtain 
a divorce in England. The laws there 
in relation to divorces are very string­ 
ent. 
The captain resolved to be 
freed from bis wife and having means 
at his command engaged a detective to 
trace her. 
About a year ago Mrs. 
Vivian was located in Milwaukee and 
from a report of the detective suit for 
divorce has been begun on the charge 
of adultery.

Lighthizer tried to pass her off as his 
sister.

Later she moved to 
Sixth street, between Grand avenue 
and Wells street, and hung out the 
sign “ Clairvoyant.” 
A fter she left 
the house on Sixth street she moved 
to Grand avenue and later to Reed 
street, near Oregon street. 
Lighthizer was asked last night if 
he intended to take any steps in the 
case and said: 
“ I suppose I’ll have 
to do something. 
I have 
consulted 
an attorney and have been informed 
th a t requisition papers can be secured 
to compel me to pay my way there. 
Captain Vivian has money and will 
push m atters, I suppose. 
About a 
year ego a detective came to me and 
asked for information in relation to 
Mrs. Vivian, but I gave him none, 
haven’t fully decided just yet w hat to 
do aod will have to consult my a t 
torney.”

W. W. Danenhower, the father of i 
L ieut 
Danenhower of arctic fame, 
w ho died the other day, up to the day j 
of his death preserved in a little g lass-1 
covered frame a brief note, w ritten to j 
him by Lincoln on the day of his first j 
inauguration, March 4, 1801. 
Danen­ 
hower, who w as a close friend of Lin­ 
coln, had called to see him th a t m orn­ 
ing, and adm ittance had been refused 
him. 
The President hearing of it, in 
spite of his many cares, took time to 
pen a note of apology, telling his 
friend not to think he was “putting 
on airs” because he was “in the white 
house,” and asking him to call again 
and he would see th at he was admit­ 
ted. 
Danenhower, according to the 
the Philadelphia Record, was the first 
to announce to Lincoln the decision of 
the national convention committee of 
conference to recommend Lincoln to 
the national convention. 
Lincoln's 
look of surprise, he said, was genuine. 
He laughed, a deep in ward ripple, and, 
dropping his hands and removing his 
legs from a table before which he was 
seated, he arose and paced the room, 
saying: 
“Why, 
Dr-.nenhower, 
this 
shows how political parties are degen­ 
erating. 
You and I can remember 
when we thought no one was fit foi' 
the Presidency bul Henry Clay. 
Now 
you are seriously considering me for 
the position. 
It's r.bsurd.”

V IIL is far m ore honored in E ngland 
th a n th a t of W illiam IIL 
A certain 
ro y al personage, whose num erous pec­ 
cadillos are tow n talk, has fa r m ore 
honor in his own country th an his 
younger brother, w ho is said to be ux ­ 
oriously inclined. 
And if Lord Col­ 
eridge had n o t lived 60 decent a life 
his m em ory w ould probably have been 
m ore honored in E ngland th a n it i& 
Lord Coleridge came of a noted 
fam ily. 
His fa th e r was a g re a t law ­ 
yer; his uncle, Sam uel T aylor Cole­ 
ridge, poet, critic and philosopher, 
w as a sta r of th e first m agnitude in 
th e firm am ent of letters; and there 
w ere m any o th er Coleridges whose 
nam es are inscribed on the rolls of 
fam ous Englishm en 
aDd 
English­ 
women, 
Lord Coleridge was born in 1821, 
an d w as educated a t Eton. 
A t the 
age of 17 he took an open scholarship 
a t Baliol college, Oxford, and a t the 
u n iversity gained a considerable rep­ 
u ta tio n as a theologian. 
I t was gen­ 
erally supposed in those days th a t he 
w ould adopt th e church as a profes­ 
sion, b u t afte r ta k in g a first-class de­ 
gree and being elected a Fellow of 
E x eter college, he “ ate his dinners” 
an d joined th e bar. 
H is rise was rapid. 
In 18Gr> he be­ 
cam e a m em ber of parliam ent. Three 
y e a rs la te r Mr. G ladstone m ade him a 
solicitor-general 
and 
the 
queen 
k n ig h ted him. 
In 1871 he w as ap­ 
pointed attorney-general, and w hile 
holding this position he conducted 
th e prosecution in the celebrated Tich- 
borne case. 
His closing speech, w hich 
took over a m onth to deliver, is con­ 
sidered a m asterpiece; but, as a rule, 
he was g reater as a law yer th an as an 
orator. 
Soon 
afte r th e T ichborne 
tria l he w as raised to th e bench, and 
in 1872 he w as m ade m aster of the 
rolls. 
A year la te r he w as Chief J u s ­ 
tice of the Court of Common Pleas; 
a n o th e r year passed and he becam e a 
peer, and in 1880, under a sta tu te re­ 
organizing the judiciary, he w as a p ­ 
pointed Lord Chief Justice of Eng 
land.
